The question of driv ing ined: ip 
ef fextain to bulk more. largely: in the 
futur&-control of rond traffic and it 
would be well if motorists consider- 
ed the distinction which ‘muat: ‘bo 
drawn between driving recklessly 
and driving too fast.’ To many tbe, 
poranes »practically are synonymous, 

ut there is a wide difference in the 
punishment inflicted. should - either 
result in a serious collision. Log!- 
‘eally considered, reckless driving 
embraces, if it does not-consiat in, 
handling a car.so that it definitely 
creates acute danger, ‘not only tothe 
culprit but to the public, if there be 
any. Driving at a too high speed— 
for the time and place—has poten- 
tigHties of danger for the public. 


The one is-a definitely culpable act, | 


wilfully. done; the. other may. be 
result of ignorance of conditions, 
but in any case falls short of crim- 
Ynality, .We greatly fear that the 
average fast driver is'too prone to 
consider the matter solely as it 
affects. himself. That is to say, he 
regards his speed wholly {n terms 
of control. .If he has a fast car, 
well equipped with brake power, 
possessed of good acceleration, and 
steady under all conditions, he re- 
wis “driving 
either dangerously, recklessly, or 
too fast if his speed admits of a 
prompt restriction by braking to 
telatively low specds,. He _ will 
claim to be driving as safely at ‘50 
or 60 m.p.h, as another driver will 
be at $5 or 40, whose speed. limit 
fs 50, and whose car, not being de- 
_| signed for really fast travel, nei- 
ther decelerates nor accelerates. 80 
rapidly, If we leave the “tertium 
quid’--the public—out of. the pro- 
blem, probably ‘he is quite correct. 
But we cannot do so. Nor do we now 
adopt as a full defence the conven- 
fent argument that the public has 
its responsibilities as well ag the 
motorist, and should not do this, 
that, or- ‘the other thing, because of 
the actual or probable or possible 
“presence of fast motorists like him- 
self.

"A case of conalderable interest 
and importance ‘for motorists was 
recently, decided in the. , Walsall 
County Court. . As the result of a 
side skid two cars came into col- 
‘Haton .and both parties claimed 
damages ‘from the “other. The! 
judge, decided ‘In favour .of the 
plaintiff who had been smashed into 
by defendant: os the'result of the 
latter's, car: skidding on wet . as- 
phalt, The facts appeared to “be 
that the skid was led up to by an 
endeavour on the part of the de- 
fendant to cut: into a llne of trafic. 
It proved to be impracticable and [n 
the subsequent endeavour to extri- 
cate himself out of trouble he ap- 
plied -hia brakes po abruptly that 
his car. skidded and collided - ‘with 
the plaintiff's,” .The learned: judge 
presumably not only gave a, sound 
legal decision, but he also deliver- 
ed’ a healthy 'motoring judgment. 
Too many motor car drivers:assume 
that collisions “ue-to side skidding 
on wet road suziaces aré accidents 
of'a nature which absolvea the skid- 
der from. legal responsibility for 
damaged accruing. There was a 
time when that view was fairly cer- 
tain to final legal ‘tieceptance, but 
to-day judges and juries themselves 
are motorists and understand . the 
causes which He at-the root-of such 
‘happenings, In this case the whole 
incident was caused by the driver 
injudiciously attempting to pass 
other traffic and cut in where there 
was no room. When he'started to 
do that he accepted responsibility 
for all that arose out an indefensi- 
ble proceeding and the court justly 
condemned him Invits cost.

For centurles before the advent of 
the ‘Japanese regime the only edu- 
cational organ in Korea, was that 
known as kuelpang, a sort of house- 
hold reading’ room in which. a 
Korean . master’ of, the, Confucian 
school gatheréd around him’ a small 
group of- -pupils and ‘taught the 
reading of ‘the’ Chinese. ‘classics 
usually on Confucianism. . It taught 
no useful or selentific subjects such 
as‘ mathomatics, arithmetic,” geo- 
graphy, history and physics. When 
Japan introduced modern institu- 
tions in Korea’ there . were some’ 
20,000 ‘ of these reading rooms ..in 
the entire country, where the 
;Chinese classics were taught to the 
exclusion of all modern knowledge. 
It was neither wise nor practicable 


- }to abolish these kuelpangs ‘at once 


and ‘establish, modern schools in 
their. place. When the Japanese 
administration . . built spacious 
school-houses, each accommodating 
hundreds of children, and began to 
teach modern subjects, the Korean 
parents looked askance at them, 
while the: masters of the kuelpangs, 
the old schools, suspected that tho 
new schools were designed to de- 
prive them of the means of liveli- 
hood.’ The only wise way for the 
new administration, therefore, wag 
to go about it gradually and with 
discretion. Although new schools 
were established in cities, where. 
the peoplo were more progressive, 
many of the villages were for some
